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COMMUNITY  PLAN  OF  PUBLIC  AND  PRIVATE 

CHILD  PLACING. 

Massachusetts  has  a  fairly  well  worked  out  plan  for  the 
interrelation  of  service  on  the  part  of  public  departments  and 
private  agencies  providing  for  children  who  for  a  variety  of 
reasons  cannot  be  cared  for  by  their  own  parents  or  other 
relatives.  There  are  approximately  twelve  thousand  such 
children  in  this  State,  more  than  ten  thousand  being  in  foster¬ 
family  homes. 

Public  care  is  administered  by  the  Division  of  Minor 
Wards,  of  the  State  Board  of  Charity,  also  by  the  Trustees 
for  Children,  of  the  city  of  Boston,  who  place  and  supervise 
in  foster-homes  neglected  children  committed  by  the  courts 
and  dependent  children  voluntarily  placed  in  their  charge. 
Children  cared  for  at  public  charge  are  usually  those  who  will 
entail  long  continued  expense,  as  well  as  many  for  whom 
there  are  less  hopeful  prognoses. 

The  private  societies  can  do  specialized  and  experimental 
work  more  easily  than  can  the  public  agencies,  and  have 
tended  to  set  standards  because  they  can  more  easily  limit 
the  amount  of  work  assigned  to  each  visitor  and  so  give 
more  individual  care.  They  are  more  inclined  to  receive 
those  children  who  show  promise  of  later  return  to  their 
families  with  conditions  permanently  improved. 

These  private  agencies  through  the  Confidential  Exchange, 
avoid  duplication  in  case  work.  Certain  of  them  have  as¬ 
sumed  definite  responsibility  for  children’s  work  in  desig¬ 
nated  districts  in  the  State.  It  is  aimed  to  cover  the  whole 
State  by  this  arrangement.  Each  society  may,  however, 
operate  at  will  outside  of  its  special  district. 

Besides  The  Children’s  Mission  all  of  the  following  organi¬ 
zations  in  Boston  place  children  throughout  the  year  in 
private  families  at  board  or  free  of  charge.  All  but  three 
work  without  an  institution.  All  specialize  in  one  field  or 
another.  They  are  here  arranged  in  alphabetical  order. 

The  Boston  Children’s  Aid  Society  besides  its  general  work 
particularly  cares  for  infants,  young  mothers  with  infants, 
difficult  children,  and  juvenile  delinquents.  Office,  43 
Hawkins  Street. 
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The  Boston  Children’s  Friend  Society  gives  special  atten¬ 
tion  in  the  summer  to  building  up  delicate  children  of  school 
age,  and  throughout  the  year  does  a  general  child-caring 
work  for  children  of  all  ages,  with  a  limitation  of  delinquent 
boys  up  to  fourteen  years.  Office,  48  Rutland  Street. 

The  Boston  Society  for  the  Care  of  Girls  provides  care  for 
older  girls  in  need,  and  also  organizes  leagues  or  clubs  of 
girls  and  young  women  for  their  self-improvement  and  for 
community  service.  Office,  184  Boylston  Street. 

The  Catholic  Charitable  Bureau  maintains  a  Bureau  of 
Advice  and  Inquiry  for  children  of  the  Roman  Catholic  faith. 
It  also  provides  for  such  children  in  institutions  and  foster¬ 
family  homes.  Office,  43  Tremont  Street. 

The  Children’s  Bureau  of  the  Jewish  Federated  Charities 
gives  advice  and  assistance  to  Jewish  children  and  provides 
for  certain  of  them  in  institutions  and  foster-family  homes. 
Office,  262  Washington  Street. 

The  Church  Home  Society  interests  itself  in  children  from 
Episcopal  families  in  any  part  of  the  State,  and  places  them 
in  families  of  their  own  denomination.  Office,  296  Boylston 
Street. 

The  New  England  Home  for  Little.  Wanderers,  by  arrange¬ 
ment  with  the  other  Boston  organizations,  takes  for  place¬ 
ment  children  from  communities  over  New  England  and  out¬ 
side  the  metropolitan  area,  which  is  already  so  fully  served. 
It  maintains  an  institution  for  the  special  study  and  treat¬ 
ment  of  children  presenting  difficult  problems  in  mental  and 
physical  development.  Office,  161  South  Huntington  Avenue. 


THE  PLACE  OF  THE  CHILDREN’S  MISSION. 

The  Children’s  Mission  welcomes  children  of  Greater 
Boston  of  any  age,  race,  or  creed  who  are  in  any  form  of  dis¬ 
tress. 

It  works  out  their  problems,  as  far  as  possible,  readjusting 
family  and  home  conditions,  and  so  enabling  children  to 
remain  at  home  or  with  relatives,  sometimes  under  its  super¬ 
vision. 

It  enlists  for  them  the  assistance  of  the  special  agencies 
most  efficient  to  serve. 
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It  provides  for  them  under  its  own  care  for  shorter  or  longer 
periods,  governed  by  circumstances. 

It  co-operates  very  closely  with  the  social  service  depart¬ 
ments  of  various  hospitals,  specializing  in  service  to  their 
delicate  but  curable  children  who  need  the  help  of  a  foster 
home  with  intelligent  care  to  bring  about  their  recovery. 

An  institution  is  found  unnecessary. 

Those  taken  into  charge  are  placed  in  carefully  selected 
private  families  at  board  or  sometimes  without  charge,  and 
are  regularly  supervised  by  paid  visitors. 

Parents  or  relatives  are  required  to  pay  what  they  are  able 
toward  support. 

.  Suitable  parents  are  encouraged  to  visit  their  children  and 
to  expect  reunion  at  the  earliest  possible  time. 

Religious  convictions  of  parents  and  children  are  respected. 

All  details  of  work  are  recorded,  causes,  conditions,  and 
results  are  studied,  and  legislation  is  influenced. 

The  Mission,  as  its  name  indicates,  is  a  work  by  children 
for  children. 

An  important  side  of  the  work  is  the  education  of  well-to-do 
children  in  helping  the  less  favored. 

Contributions  are  sent  by  the  children  in  the  Unitarian 
Sunday-schools  all  over  New  England  to  this,  their  principal 
charity,  and  many  have  continued  their  gifts  throughout 
mature  life. 

Adults  are  urged  to  give,  as  the  work  has  grown  far  beyond 
the  means  of  the  children. 

No  public  subsidy  is  received. 

Incorporated  to  hold  funds  in  trust,  legacies  are  earnestly 
solicited.

REPORT  OF  THE  OFFICERS  AND  DIRECTORS. 


Boston,  Mass.,  June  i,  1919. 

This  report  closes  the  seventieth  year  of  The  Children’s 
Mission  to  Children.  It  has  been  one  of  peculiar  difficulties, 
as  is  pointed  out  by  the  General  Secretary,  but  its  close  finds 
the  work  going  on  successfully. 

The  large  number  of  children  helped  by  our  various  de¬ 
partments  (1,099),  the  satisfactory  development  of  our  work 
in  connection  with  the  hospitals  and  dispensaries,  the  main¬ 
tenance  of  our  high  standards  and  the  consequent  good 
quality  of  work  done,  which,  after  all,  is  the  final  test  of 
success,  all  encourage  us  as  we  enter  a  new  year  of  useful¬ 
ness.  The  new  year  already  shows  a  greater  demand  for 
our  services  and  an  increased  call  upon  our  resources  of 
money  and  workers. 

During  the  year,  bequests  have  been  received  amounting 
to  $7,674.25.  A  good  sum  has  come  from  Sunday-schools 
and  individual  subscribers,  but,  like  other  charities,  we  suf¬ 
fered  a  loss  from  both  these  sources  as  compared  with  former 
years.  This  was  due  undoubtedly  to  the  war,  now  happily 
over.  The  outstanding  problem,  as  with  so  many  philan¬ 
thropic  societies  to-day,  is  the  financial  one. 

Expenses  have  increased  rapidly  and  the  income  has  not 
kept  the  pace.  It  has  been  necessary  and  right  to  increase 
payments  for  the  board  and  care  of  our  children.  The  same 
is  true  as  to  salaries,  and  yet,  on  account  of  the  high  cost  of 
living,  it  has  become  increasingly  difficult  to  secure  workers 
of  the  desired  character  and  ability  for  what  the  Mission 
can  afford  to  pay. 

For  these  reasons  we  must  again  appeal  strongly  for  regu¬ 
lar  subscriptions  and  special  gifts.  The  work  is  limited  by 
the  amount  received.  We  do  not  wish  to  turn  away  any 
child  needing  help,  whose  case  is  presented  to  us.  May  we 
not  ask  for  many  more  subscribers  and  increased  gifts?

REPORT  OF  THE  GENERAL  SECRETARY. 


Boston,  Mass.,  May  i,  1919. 

We  have  looked  for  the  flower  of  manhood  among  those  of 
that  range  of  age  from  which  was  drawn  the  men  for  the 
war,  yet  of  the  draftees  from  Massachusetts  nearly  forty- 
five  per  cent,  were  rejected  for  active  military  service  on 
account  of  physical  unfitness.  This  situation  should  not 
only  alarm  us  but  it  should  put  us  to  shame,  as  it  is  proof 
that  our  people,  in  their  prosperity,  have  failed  properly  to 
note  the  adverse  conditions  that  are  influencing  the  health, 
the  morals,  and  every  aspect  of  the  lives  of  a  large  mass  of 
children  who  are  growing  up  in  our  midst  and  who  will  soon 
take  their  places  in  the  administration  of  our  government 
and,  if  need  be,  the  defence  of  our  country. 

Against  these  adverse  conditions,  small  groups  of  our 
community,  the  social  agencies,  have  battled  many  years, 
originally  without  much  unity  of  effort,  but  of  late  years 
getting  closer  and  closer  together  in  an  understanding  tend¬ 
ing  toward  a  definite  program  of  action  in  which  each  is 
expected  to  take  its  declared  and  accepted  part.  In  Boston 
the  child-helping  societies  which  have  overlapped  in  func¬ 
tion  are  now  developing  along  the  line  of  certain  specialties 
of  practical  service  in  an  endeavor  to  adequately  cover  the 
whole  field.  The  plan  is  set  forth  in  a  general  statement 
agreed  to  by  the  agencies  concerned  and  appearing  in  their 
reports.  (See  page  4.) 

The  Children’s  Mission  to  Children,  while  it  continues  the 
general  child-saving  work  for  which  it  is  incorporated,  is 
perfecting  its  specialty,  the  foster-home  care  of  children 
under  treatment,  or  convalescing  from  treatment,  by  the 
hospitals  and  dispensaries. 

These  medical  agencies  necessarily  have  their  limitations, 
though  through  their  Social  Service  Departments  they  do 
what  they  can  to  insure  the  carrying  forward  of  their  treat¬ 
ment  in  the  child’s  own  home.  They  find,  however,  that 
many  homes  are  unfit  for  the  medical  nurture  of  the  child, 
or  the  parents  are  unable  to  carry  out  instructions. 

For  such  children  the  Mission  provides  its  specialized 
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foster  homes  and  the  supervision  of  its  visitors,  and  it  bears 
such  expense  as  cannot  be  met  by  the  parents.  Many  of  the 
children  under  surgical  treatment  are  in  plaster  casts  or  in 
frames,  and  must  receive  daily  massage;  others  need  special 
treatment  for  malnutrition  or  nervous  or  cardiac  troubles; 
while  some  simply  require  good  wholesome  food  and  outdoor 
life. 

The  physicians  have  expressed  such  enthusiasm  over 
results  obtained  through  this  assistance  of  The  Children’s 
Mission  that  we  are  convinced  that  this  work  fully  justifies 
the  large,  sometimes  very  heavy,  expense  entailed. 

It  is  the  duty  of  our  Department  of  Advice  and  Assistance, 
which  receives  all  applications,  to  study  carefully  the  whole 
situation  surrounding  each  child  and  to  work  out  some  plan 
which  will  get  down  to  fundamentals  and  bring  lasting  re¬ 
sults.  The  applications  have  included  children  in  about 
every  conceivable  form  of  need,  and  the  welfare  of  the  child 
is  so  wrapped  up  with  that  of  the  family  that  neither  can  be 
considered  apart. 

In  most  instances,  illness,  poverty,  or  parental  delinquency 
has  been  a  prominent  factor  in  the  situation,  but  the  efficient 
agency  of  to-day  looks  behind  this,  and,  while  it  relieves 
immediate  distress,  it  searches  for  the  cause,  then  strikes  at 
the  root,  to  prevent  recurrence.  Thus,  what  may  seem 
simply  like  poverty  induced  by  lack  of  work,  or  illness,  may 
be  found,  on  more  careful  study,  to  have  sprung  from  such 
preventable  and  corrigible  causes  as  ignorance,  vicious  hab¬ 
its,  bad  housing  or  environment,  or  evil  influences  from  out¬ 
side. 

In  a  city  like  Boston,  with  a  wealth  of  specialized  agencies, 
it  is  often  found  that  one  or  more  of  these  may  be  enlisted  to 
help,  or,  in  some  instances,  to  take  over  the  whole  problem, 
but  there  are  many  times  when  our  own  advice  and  guid¬ 
ance,  possibly  extending  over  months,  is  all  that  is  needed  to 
correct  conditions  and  allow  the  child  to  remain  at  home. 

During  the  year  the  Department  of  Advice  and  Assistance 
was  able  thus  to  advise  in  relation  to  442  children,  and  it 
transferred  123  more  to  other  agencies  for  help.  In  several 
instances,  parents  were  able  to  work  out  their  own  problems 
without  our  help.  There  were,  however,  193  who  needed 
the  care  of  our  foster  homes  and  were  therefore  referred  to 
our  Placing  Out  Department.  Altogether  the  Department 
handled  546  applications,  involving  834  children. 
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The  Placing  Out  Department  opened  the  year  with  156 
children  in  foster  homes  and  117  who,  returned  to  their 
families,  were  still  under  a  greater  or  less  degree  of  over¬ 
sight.  Adding  the  193  received  during  the  year,  the  De¬ 
partment  has  had  more  or  less  contact  with  446  children 
and,  of  these,  349  have  been  directly  in  its  charge. 

This,  the  seventieth  year  of  the  Mission,  has  brought  help 
to  1,099  children.  The  difficulties  of  carrying  on  the  work 
have  been  greater  than  perhaps  any  year  in  the  past.  The 
general  disturbance  of  conditions  and  the  feeling  of  unrest 
occasioned  by  the  war  has  affected  the  work  in  many  ways. 
There  have  been  more  changes  in  our  staff  than  ever  before, 
and  many  foster  homes,  for  years  available,  have  been  closed 
to  us  on  account  of  changes  in  the  family.  The  phenomenal 
increase  in  costs  has  made  people  reluctant  to  receive  chil¬ 
dren,  and  it  has  been  necessary  for  us  to  greatly  increase  our 
payments  for  board  and  clothing. 

At  present  the  foster-home  situation  would  be  desperate 
were  it  not  that  advances  in  wages  have  made  it  easier  for 
parents  who  work  with  their  hands  to  provide  for  their 
children  at  home,  so  fewer  foster  homes  are  needed.  Never¬ 
theless,  our  supply  of  available,  high-grade  foster  homes 
barely  meets  the  demand,  and  our  resources  are  taxed  to 
the  utmost. 

Another  difficulty  in  the  work  has  been  the  curtailment  in 
train  service  and  increased  cost  of  fares.  This  has  been  met 
in  a  measure  by  the  use  of  automobiles,  at  moderate  cost, 
two  days  in  the  week,  also  such  service  rendered  gratis  for 
special  occasions  by  many  kind  friends.  In  expressing  our 
gratitude  to  all,  we  wish  especially  to  thank  Mrs.  Frederick 
Kennard  for  devoted  volunteer  service,  without  fail,  one- 
half  day  each  week  through  many  months,  and  the  Red 
Cross  Motor  Corps  for  its  most  valuable  help  upon  request. 

The  joint  enterprise  of  this  society  and  eighteen  others, 
known  as  The  League  for  Preventive  Work,  has  continued 
its  activity.  The  League,  through  its  study  of  alcoholism, 
based  on  cases  reported  by  the  constituent  agencies  out  of 
their  records,  was  able  to  present  before  the  legislature  com¬ 
pelling  facts  which  were  widely  quoted  both  in  the  House 
and  Senate,  and  we  believe  this  did  much  to  bring  in  national 
prohibition. 

The  Dietetic  Bureau,  established  as  part  of  the  League 
work,  has  given  most  valuable  instruction  to  those  whom  we 
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help,  in  the  proper  selection  and  preparation  of  food,  and  we 
look  upon  it  as  an  important  factor  in  the  prevention  of  mal¬ 
nutrition  and  other  handicaps  of  childhood.  Its  work  is 
rapidly  growing,  and  more  stations  are  being  established  in 
various  parts  of  the  city.  The  advice  and  practical  help 
which  the  Bureau  gives  should  show  results  in  better  phy¬ 
sique  in  the  rising  generation. 

We  have  not  forgotten  the  other  side  of  our  work,  namely, 
the  reminder  to  the  children  of  our  Sunday-schools  that  there 
are  others,  less  fortunate  than  themselves,  who  need  all  the 
help  that  they  can  give.  The  Annual  Report  was  placed  in 
each  of  the  families  in  the  fall,  and  the  Easter  Leaflet,  sent 
in  March,  told  its  story  of  specific  helpfulness  rendered  by 
the  boys  and  girls,  making  clear  just  how  the  contributions 
are  used.  These  have  been  supplemented  by  personal  talks 
to  the  schools.  The  offerings  of  the  schools  during  the  year 
aggregated  $3,052.47,  and  adults  gave  us  $2,740.30.  This  is 
a  distinct  falling  off  from  the  amounts  given  for  a  number  of 
years,  and,  as  the  interest  of  our  contributors  has  seemed  as 
keen  as  ever,  we  can  only  account  for  the  reduction  by  the 
fact  that  all  are  feeling  the  financial  pressure  of  the  times. 

Certainly  the  Mission  is  feeling  this  pressure,  and  the  com¬ 
ing  year,  with  its  greatly  increased  expense,  is  sure  to  tax 
us  far  beyond  any  year  in  the  past;  and  if  we  are  to  meet 
the  demands  which  will  surely  be  made,  if  we  are  to  rise 
to  our  opportunity,  we  must  be  supported  more  liberally 
than  ever  before.

INCORPORATION. 


On  April  13,  1864,  in  response  to  petition  of  Albert  Fearing,  Henry  P. 
Kidder,  Thomas  Gaffield,  Charles  Faulkner,  Frederic  W.  Lincoln,  Jr., 
Warren  Sawyer,  George  Merrill,  and  William  Crosby,  the  present  work 
was  incorporated  under  the  title  “The  Children’s  Mission  to  the  Chil¬ 
dren  of  the  Destitute  in  the  City  of  Boston,”  “for  the  purpose  of  fos¬ 
tering  in  the  minds  of  the  young  a  spirit  of  Christian  sympathy  and 
active  benevolence,  and  to  adopt  such  measures  as  shall  rescue  from 
vice  and  degradation  the  morally  exposed  children  of  the  city.” 

On  January  31,  1913,  at  the  request  of  the  corporation,  the  legisla¬ 
ture  amended  the  Act  of  Incorporation,  changing  the  name  to  “The 
Children’s  Mission  to  Children,”  and  providing  that  “the  purpose  of 
said  corporation  shall  be  to  foster  in  the  minds  of  the  young  a  spirit 
of  Christian  sympathy  and  active  benevolence,  and  to  institute  such 
methods  in  behalf  of  exposed  and  otherwise  needy  children  in  the  city 
of  Boston  and  vicinity  as  will  promote  their  welfare  and  lead  to  good 
citizenship.” 

The  members  of  the  corporation  shall  consist  of  the  superintendents 
of  such  Sunday-schools  as  shall  contribute  to  the  funds  annually  not 
less  than  ten  dollars;  also,  such  individuals  as  shall  pay  annually  ten 
dollars.  And  the  payment  at  one  time  of  twenty  dollars  shall  consti¬ 
tute  a  life  membership.
